Moscow's announcement of the 
dissolution of the Communist In­ 
ternational, or Comintern, is one 
of the momentous developments of 
the war—if it proves to mean 
what it seems to indicate now-.

day ov er Europe, Africa and th e 
Pacific. 
Planes are better mech anically , 
bombs are constantly being made 
more deadly , wh ile aircraft ma­ 
ch ine* guns and cannon are h eav ier

longer 
range. 
Yet, 
ev en before th is war is ov er, it is 
inev itable th at th ere will be still 
bigger, better and longer range 
planes, cannon and guns. 
Aerial weapons of today h av e 
th eir definite limitations. 
Bombing today 
is "precision” 
bombing in name only . 
Strafing as it is known today 
is effectiv e only 
against 
unde 
fended positions, and wh en straf­ 
ing is conducted against battle 
lines or supply lines wh ich are 
well defended, it 
is 
ex tremely 
costly to th e attacking aircraft. 
Finally , 
th e 
tactics 
of air- 
ground 
combat—th at 
is, 
th e 
meth od of employ ing air forces to 
co-operate with ground troops— 
is still in a decidedly embry ceiic 
state of ev olution. 
Problems Under Constant Study 
Th ese are th e combined v iews 
of m any air officers and ground 
force officers 
wh o 
h av e 
seen 
sendee in v arious th eaters of op­ 
eration. and of officers wh o are 
in command of a number of train­ 
ing centers wh ere air and ground 
troops are being giv en th eir final 
pre-combat 
instruction.

Hung ry a nd Ra g g ed 
When the A frika K orps cracked wide open and 
allied troops m arched into Tunis, Bizerte and sm all­ 
er towns in the Tunisian coffin corner, it is recorded 
th a t civilians w ent wild w ith delight. 
They kissed 
every dirty, w hiskery soldier they could reach; they 
showered the conq uerors with flowers; they broke 
out crude United N ations flags they had made a t 
real risk of discovery and punishment, in anticipa­ 
tion of th a t happy moment. 
Much of th a t happy excitem ent would have ex­ 
isted in any event, since the French are a volatile 
people, they don’t like the Germans, they object to 
being kept in subjugation, and they bad a right to 
expect th a t the allied victory presaged an end to 
the long battle In which they had been subjected 
to hardships and dangers. 
But the nazis, to some extent perforce, con­ 
tributed to the depth of the jubilation which the 
liberated Tunisians felt. 
And the contrast between 
w h at the nazis did. perhaps from necessity, and 
w h at we were able to do, has long since penetrated 
by the grapevine telegraph to occupied France, to 
Italy, to N orway, to the Low Countries—to every 
place where, eventually, A m erican troops will go 
seeking such aid as local guerilla organizations can 
Rive. 
In N orth Africa, before the Allies came, the 
nazis had stripped the land of every resource they 
could locate, and shipped out everything movable,

were derived from Postal Telegraph. 
They were 
earned in the mining business and taken from the 
noteworthy Comstock lode. 
We hazard the opinion th a t the United States 
was large enough to maintain these two excellent 
telegraph companies, but that one of them lacked 
success because of improper advertising. 
We once 
sat in a railroad station and w atched the operations 
of rival W estern Union and Postal Telegraph of- 
i 
fices in adjoining booths. 
Many persons sent tele­ 
grams, probably such as: 
“D ear Mary. Arrived safely." Or, “Dear Mary, j 
leaving for home tonight." 
But of all those who patronized the telegraph 
business to notify D ear M ary about travel develop­ 
ments, only a sm attering few utilized Postal Tele­ 
graph. 
Most of them ignored Postal and went in­ 
stinctively to the W estern Union booth. 
We further hazard the opinion th at this reluc­ 
tance to use the Postal system was based in part on 
the attitude of an old gentlem an who wished to send 
a telegram and asked a redcap where the office 
was located. 
“Postal or W estern Union, sir? " asked 
the redcap. 
“W estern Union, of course’ ’snorted the old- 
timer, “Do you think I w ant to send a postcard ?" 
For the word Postal while not inseparably con­ 
nected with Uncle S am ’s malls, brings the postcard, 
the mail carrier and the postoffice to mind, any­ 
way. 
There was in the minds of m any people an 
impression th a t Postal Telegraph would somehow 
send a telegram by postcard but th a t W estern 
Union would deliver one of the fam iliar yellow 
m essages by electricity. 
Even when the illusion 
vanished, first impressions remained strong and by 
that tim e the W estern Union habit had been imbed- 
ed deeply. 
In other words, W estern Union gained 
prestige through P ostal’s unhappy selection of a 
name. 


I t is difficult to understand how and why 
Postal harnessed itself w ith a nam s tied up with 
the m ails when it had m any other available nam es 
to select th a t m ight have suggested speed, elec­ 
tricity, lightning and so on. 
If you argue th a t W estern Union, purely as a 
name, does not signify m essages pulsing through 
wires w ith the speed of light, the only answer 
is th a t a t the same tim e it does not suggest Uncle 
Sam ’s mails, either. 


F rom now on, unless a new' com petitor arrives, 
W estern Union can call itself anything It chooses 
and still have all the business there is because it is 
buying up its competitor. 
It can call itself the Yu­ 
kon D ogteam Telegraph Co., but still deliver its cus­ 
tom ary excellent service. It uses the wires, not post­ 
cards, even though It is buying Postal. 


TcaTTng the people hungry, ragged and hopeless. 
The farm ers hid w'hat food they could. Stores in 
tow'ns closed because their shelves were empty. Min­ 
ing 
com munications, 
transportation and agricul­ 
tural eq uipm ent broke down for lack of replacem ent 
parts and fuel. 
The nazis couldn't if they would 
look afte r such nonentities as conq uered civilians. 
But no sooner had the Anglo-American forces 
landed and retaken part of North Africa than we 
began sending in food, clothing, medicines and other 
necessities of life. 
G reat Britain shipped more than 350,000 tons of 
coal for railroads and industries, and some civilian 
supplies. 
We sent milk, wheat, flour, sugar, tea, 
textiles, chemicals, seeds, medical supplies, spare 
parts for automobiles and agricultural im plem ents 
—all in addition to our own m ateriel shipm ents. 
We were moved by ordinary hum anity. 
But, 
incidentally, we have indicated to other occupied 
lands, w'hich soon we shall begin to liberate, the dif­ 
ference between both the will and the resources 
o f 
democracy as contrasted with those of tota litarian­ 
ism.

The W ar Labor Board reports th a t it has so 
handled wage increases th a t these have not appre­ 
ciably affected the cost of living. 
The Bulletin of the N ational Association of P ur­ 
chasing A gents finds th a t the average w ages in all 
m anufacturing industries rose from $23.19 in J a n­ 
uary, 19 39 . to $40.58 in Ja nuary, 19 43. 
Specifically, in th a t period the average w'age in 
the automobile industry mounted from $31.59 to 
$55.8 5, or 77 per cent; 
in bituminous coal 
from 
$23.25 to $37.55, or 61 per cent; in textiles from 
$16.72 to $26.8 0, or 60 per cent. 
Civilians no 
longer buy the products of 
auto­ 
mobile plants, so this rise is reflected only in taxes, 
present and future. 
Civilians buy little bitum inous 
coal, but this is a cost factor in all m anufactured 
articles. 
Civilians do buy textiles, and w ages have 
much to do w ith cost. 
I t would be Interesting to know how the WLB 
reached its conclusion th a t it has kept w'age raises 
from affecting m aterially the cost of living. 


The picture th a t I w ant to sug­ 
gest to W arner B rothers is an in­ 
tim ate revelation of the methods 
and ethics of a typical moving 
picture company.

London— (A P)—Shocked by the

President Roosevelt opened the 
world food conference 
at 
Hot 
Spring s, Ya,, with a messag e in 
which he declared th at “the four 
freedoms m ust be won 
for 
all 
men.” 
All men, th at is, ex cept Ameri­ 
can citizens. 
The 
newspaper 
men assig ned to the conference 
were perm itted to report the pro­ 
ceeding s at the opening of the 
conference. 
They were then ush­ 
ered back to their palatial dog ­ 
house a t the edg e of the confer­ 
ence g rounds, where hereafter be- 
spatted g entlem en from the state 
departm ent and belted g entlem en 
fro m hte F ort Jay m ilitary police

of neg otiating treaties or enter­ 
ing into binding com m itm ents.” 
If Mr. Roosevelt has let 
his 
chairm an in on the ag enda of the 
meeting , which in view of his be­ 
havior 10 y ears ag o in connection 
w ith the London economic confer­ 
ence is by no means certain, the 
last ex cuse for secrecy at the 
sessions has been demolished. 
A 
more innocuous subject for dis­ 
cussion than the one Judg e Jones 
proposed could hardly be found 
for an international conference. 
Why , then, the secrecy ? Trivial 
reasons can be advanced. 
Mr. 
Roosevelt may be try ing to con­ 
ceal the fact th a t the conference 
is by reason of inadeq uate prep­ 
aration by the state departm ent, 
a foredoomed flop. 
Or may be Mr. 
Roosevelt is intent upon demon­ 
strating to his friends among the 
fug itive roy alty th at he can snub 
the press as thoroug hly as they 
do in Europe. 
I t would be foolish 
to 
accept 
these trivialities in ex planation, 
however. 
Mr. Roosevelt has had 
the m istrust In which he is held 
made plain to him 
by 
cong ress 
and by the careful avoidance of 
his name by his own partisans in 
local elections. 
He is determined 
upon plans repug nant to the vast 
m ajority of American 
citizens. 
Secrecy is one of the weapons by 
which he hopes to accomplish his 
ends, and in the food conference 
heis seeking to set a vicious prec­ 


edent which can destroy the re­ 
public if it is accepted. 
Not the least obnox ious feature 
of his action is that he is using 
an arm y raised in the name ( 
defending democracy to po lice his 
suppression of free 
institutio n*. 
As a modem military Institutio n 
the militia has its defects, but 
our forefathers had So und po litical 
reasons for establishing it. 
Th^ 
and their forefathers in England 
remembered Charles 
I. and 
his 
use of a standing arm y as a per­ 
sonal, instead of 
a national, in­ 
strum ent. Weapons have chang ed 
in three centuries, but the daft 
g er has not vanished.
